Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment filed 02/18/2009 in reply to the final rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place 
the application in condition for allowance and will not be entered because the proposed amendment raises new issues that would require 
further consideration and/or search. The amended independent claims now add the limitation "...a conductive layer spaced apart from the 
support surface and extending into the recess; and... positioned between the support surface and the conductive layer...", in claim 1, 
"...support... and a conductive layer spaced apart from the support surface and extending into the recess wherein the first high-K capacitor 
dielectric and the second high-K capacitor dielectric abut the support surface and the conductive layer", in claim 8, "...support... and a 
conductive layer spaced apart from the support surface and extending into the recess, wherein the first high-K capacitor dielectric and the 
second high-K capacitor dielectric abut the support surface and the conductive layer", in claim 12, "...and extending into the recess", in 
claim 13, "...abutting. ..and an electrode layer is disposed over the plurality of dielectric layer, the electrode extending into the recess", in 
claim 52, "...positioned between a supporting surface extending into a recess and an electrode layer extending into the recess, the 
dielectric layers...", in claim 62, "...between. ..and an electrode layer extending into the recess...", in claim 63, "...abutting a supporting 
surface extending into a recess and an electrode layer extending into the recess...", claim 67, where there was no mention within the claims 
of this limitation. The amendment raises new issues into the prosecution of the instant application and would thus provide grounds for a 
new search and further consideration. 
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
